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FUROPE'S NERVES

BY BALKAN WAR 
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Great Powers Differ in Regard 
lo Conquered Territory 


WORKING TO KEEP THE PEACE

Conference of Powers Likely in Effort 
to Prevent Outbreak---Turks 
Are Making Last Stand. 


London, November 11.—Judging by 
all precedents in the present war the 
news from Constantinople tonight is 
the herald of another Turkish defeat 
at the Tchatalja lines, where a battle 
has been proceeding for the last two 
or three days. 

The Turkish admission that so many 
wounded are arriving at the capital as 
to show that the Turks are offering 
fierce resistance has a great signifi- 
cance in view of previous admissions 
of a similar nature, and may be re- 
garded as preparing the minds of 
Turks for another disappointment. It 
may be quite possible that this will 
prove the last great battle of the cam- 
paign. : 

There are indications that Bulgaria 
may, after all, forego a triumphal en- 
try into Constantinople. According to 
some reports, Bulgaria will be content 
with finding winter quarters for her 
army, While the peace negotiations are 
going on and subsequent settlements 
are being arranged. 

Question of Mediation. 

The question of mediation thas been 
put forward another step, according to 
the announcement from Paris tonight 
that the Austrian government has 
agreed to join with the other powers 
in transmitting Turkey’s request for 
mediation to the allies and inquiring 
on what terms the allies are disposed 
to accept mediation. 

The revelation of the danger to Eu- 
ropean peace lying in the antagonistic 
interests of Austria and Servia ap- 
pears to have quickened the sense of 
the powers and probably of the Balkan 
states also to the imperative need of 
working in amicable co-operation to 
procure a settlement acceptable to all 
concerned. 

Another factor making for the speedy 
cessation of the war is the approach 
ef severe winter conditions, which 
wauld give to the campaign an exceed- 
ingly arduous character. 

There is talk still in Vienna of send- 
ing an ultimatum to Servia and other 
warlike reports, but it is believed Ger- 
many ig exereising an ameliorating in- 
fluence in the direction of persuading 
both Austria and Servia to consent to 


a postponement of the settlement until | 


the whole matter can be dealt with by 
a Kuropean conference. 
Diplemacy Is Active. 

Meanwhile diplomacy is active in all 
the PBuropean capitals. It is under- 
Stood that after his important mission 
at Budapest is concluded, Dr. Daneff, 
president of the Bulgarian chamber of 
deputies, will go to the other European 
courts to explain the views of the 
allies. The Servian premier, M. 
Pachitch, after an important cabinet 
meeting, left Belgrade tonight for 
Uskup to consult with King Peter on 
the situation. 

The reported mobilization of Austro- 
Hungarian forces is denied. Roumania, 
however, is taking certain military 
measures with a view to be prepared 
for eventualhties. The war minister 
has issued an order to all the army 
corps that half the contingent which 
was to have been dismissed November 
1 is to be retained with the colors yntil 
further orders. 

No late news of importance has been 
received from Adrianople, Scutari or 
other points where the armies of tHe 
allies have the Turkish troops in close 
quarters. 

WOUNDED TURKISH SOLDIERS 
STREAM INTO CONSTANTINOPLE 

Constantifiople, November eat p. 
m.—The Bulgarians began an. attack 
eon the Turkish advanced positions 
alone the Tehatalja line yesterday 
afternoon. The fighting continued 
throughout today. 

Judging from the number of wound- 
ed arriving in Constantinople, the 
Turkish troops are offering fierce re- 
sistance.

Washington, November 11.—Euro- 
pean powers most intimately concern- 
ed in the Balkan situation have under- 
taken t@ extend protection to Ameri- 
cans in Turkey. Various American 
embassies in Europe were instructed, 
when informing the nations of'the de- 
cision of the United States to send the 
cruisers Tennessee and Montana to 
Asiatic Turkew to inguire whether 
prevision had been made in the interest 
of American citizens in Turkey. Re- 
plies indicate that instructions issued 
by Great Britain and Russia anticipat- 
ed the destres of the American govern- 
ment.

About 600 Students on Strike. 

About two hundred of the eight 
hundred students attehded chapel exer- 
cises today. Tonight about five hun- 
dred were on the campus, and college 
officials declare they have assurances 
that at least 250 will remain. Sixty- 
one members of the senior’ class, who 
led the insurgent movement, have been 
expelled, and others suspended. 

The strike followed the promulga- 
tion of x ruling of President High- 
tower prohibiting the young men at- 
tending the institution visiting the 
young women students outside of study 
hours or of conversing with them ex- 
cept during recitation during’the class. 
The seniors took exception to the rul- 
ing, which they declare an insult to 
the young women, and when an apol- 
ogy was not forthcoming from the fac- 
ulty the strike was called.

Chicage, November 11.—J. Lawrence 
Laughlin, chairman of the National

A. H. VAN DYKE THREATENS TO 
MANDAMUS HEALTH BOARD 
“I will ask Dr. W. L. Gilbert, 
president of the health board, to 
restore the crematory to the sani- 
tary department, and if he refuses 
& mandamus will be asked for,” 
said Alderman Arthur Van Dyke | 
last night. “It is an outrage to 
allow garbage to be piled on the 
Streets while the city has a place to 
burn it. I have already asked Chief 
John Jentzen, of the sanitary de- 
partment, to make an estimate of 
cost for temporary repairs while 
the new plant Is being erected.” 


The city health board, 
W. L. Gilbert, its president, cannot 
tear down te old $30,000 crematory 
smokestack under its present author- 
ity, but council or the mayor can de- 
molish the entire plant, is the sub- 
stance of the ruling by Judge J. T. 
Pendleton, in the elvil branch of the 
superior court,, on the crematory in- 
junction yesterday afternoon. 

The hands of the advocates of the 
new $275,000 plant are tied\by the or- 
der of the court, and the plans of the 
board of health to clear the old site 
are stayed until the aldermanic board 
adopts the resolution providing for the 
tearing down of the old plant. The 
resolution was held up on a motion 
to reconsider by Alderman Arthur Van 
Dyke after it had been approved by a 
Majority. A special meeting of the 
aldermanic board has been called to 
take up the resolution, but under the 
ruling of City Attorney James L. May- 
son, it cannot take actron until the 
regular meeting. 

Council Must Approve First. 

“The city can do nothing, under the 
ruling of the court, until counci? ap- 
proves the contract to tear down the 
old plant,” said City Attorney Mayson., 
“I doubt if anything else will be done 
in the meantime.” 

The court did not attempt tao go into 
the question as to the’legality of the 
contract between the city and the De- 
structor company for a new $275,000 
crematory,. but insisted—that the dttor- 
neys confine their arguments and evi- 
dence to the smokestack and the au- 
thority on tie part of the board of 
health to take down the stack. 

“It is the smokestack that is giving 
the court the greatest amount of con- 
cern,’’ remarked Judge Pendleton. “The 
mayor and council could order the 
crematory down by 3 o’clock and the 
court could .not enjoin them, but I 
know that the board of health cannot 
take down the smokestack. It might 
be a menace to life, but the stack can- 
not be viewed as a menace to health.” 

The court ruled that the board had 
equal authority with council in mat- 
ters of health, but it could not order 
the stack torn down on the ground 
that it menaced life or property. The 
court -declared that had the board 
ordered the crematory torn down on 
the ground that ft was a nuisance, and 
endangering the health of the citizens, 
the court could not interfere. 


Attack Legality of Contract. 


The legality of the contract was at- 
tacked by Messrs. McClelland and Field, 
representing the plaintiff; in the sup- 
plemental petition. Attorney Field 
declared that the debt sought to be 
created by the contract violated the 
constitution of Georgia. City Attorney 
Mayson repeatedly informed the court 
that it was his opinion that the con- 
tract was not legal, and he urged that 
it was not the issue. He asked the 
court to dismiss the petition because 
it had not asked for service on any of 
the defendants, but the court granted 
the plea of the plaintiff to make the 
Destructor company, of New York, and 
the board of health party defendants. 

The contract between the board of 
health, signed by Dr. Gilbert, as presi- 
dent, and the Atlanta Machine Works, 
was attacked on the ground that it 
conflicted with the contract now pend- 
ing before the-aldermanic board. The 
city made a contract with a man nam-

MILEAGE DECISION] 


Indications Point to Withdrawal of 


Books by-Railroads After 
February 1. 


Diseussion following the mileage 
book decision of the railroad commis- 
sion on Saturday, which goes into ef- 
fect on February 1, points to the with- 
drawal of mileage books in Georgia on 
that date, if ah.attempt is made to en- 
force the order of the commission. . 

The officials of -the. ‘Travelers’ ’Pro-| 
tective associatton who appeared. be- 
fore the commission are not satisfied 
with the ruling, because of its omis- 
sjons and loopholes; and the railroads 
deny absolutely the right of the com- 
mission to prescribe any rules gov- 
erning the sale of mileage books at 
less than the legal rate of fare, 80 
long as there is no discrimination. 

No definite action has yet been taken 
by the roads, but the matter has been 
taken up by correspondence with the 
roads in the southeastern. territory 
which are parties to the form Z and 
ZZ mileage coupon books which are 
interchangeable on their lines... 

Before these books can be with- 
drawn from sale, thirty days’ notice 


must be given to the state railroad, 


commission, as well as to the inter- 
State railroad commission. The counter 


move of the traveling men wlll be to 


demand a flat:2-cent rate in Georgia. 

Complaints of freight car shortage 
in various parts of the state have 
been made to the railroad commission 
arid are under Investigation by them.

~ SAYS ROOSEVELT 


Colonel Issues a Statement in 
Regard to Election 


New York, November 11.—Theodore 
‘Roosevelt made a tormal statement 
tonight bearing upon the election and 
the future of the progressive party. In 
line with previous expressions of his 
own, and of his colleagues, he reiter- 
ates that “the progressive party has 
come to stay,’ and “sofar from being 
over, the battle has just begun.” 

He regards the’ party’s showing in 
polling npore than 4,000,0000 votes, in the 
face of numerous obstacles naturally 
in the path of a new movement, as 
“literally unparalleled in the history 
of free government.” 

What Roosevelt Says. 

The statement follows: 

“{ congratulate the progressives of 
the country—that is, 1 congratulate 
those good men and women who, with 
sincerity of purpose for the common 
good, have had the vision tv look into 
the coming vears, and see what the 
future demands from us. 

“What the progressive party has 
dene since the theft -{f the republican 
organization by the republican bosses 
at Chicago last June, is literally un- 
paralleled in the history of free gov- 
ernment, worked under representative 
institutions. ‘three months have gone 
by since the new progressive party 
was founded. Without much money, 
Without any organizatiop, against the 
wealth of thecountry, against the en- 
tire organized political ability of the 
country, against the bitter hostility of 
90 per cent of the press of the country, 
against the furious opposition of ev- 
ery upholder of special privileges, 
whether in polities or in business, and 
with the channels of information to 
the public largely choked—the pro- 
gressive party has polled’ between 
4,000,000 and 4,500,000 votes; has 
hopeiessly beaten one. of the old 
parties, both in the electoral col- 
lege and in the popular vote; 
has taken second place in the 
nation and-either first vw. second place 
in some thirty-seven of the forty-eight 
states, 

“No task in any way approaching 
this has ever before been performed by 
any party in our country. Such a feat, 
performed by volunteers hastily 
brought together, and without any 
previous co-operation with each other, 
ugainst the trained veterans of the 
political arena—-these trained veterans, 
including the entire mercenary forces 
of politics-—-—should be a source of pride, 
net only to those who performed the 
task, but to all believers in good citi- 
zenship and in the capacity of Ameri- 
cuns for self-government.

Municipal Research Expert Here to 
Conduct Examination of 
Methods.

The investigation of Atlanta’s. city 
government and the .ay in which its 
municipal affairs are managed, was 
begun yesterday by Herbert R. ands, 
of New York, who is recognized as 
one of the highest authorities on mu- 
nicipal accounting and organization in 
the country. Mr. Sands comes at ais 
request of the chamber of commerce 
committee on municipal research. He 
will investigate and report on the sys- 
tem of government, .n the operations | 
of the departments of construction, 
waterworks, police, fire and parks, and 
will also look into the operation of 
the comptroller’s office. The depart- 
ments of health and schools will be 
investigated later on by Dr. Lindholm, 
who will arrive in Atlanta on Novem- 
ber 21, 

He comes to Atlanta thoroughly 
equipped for the work which the 
chamber of commerce has outlined,. 
and will probably be heré for three or 
four weeks. 

Eegins His Work. 

His first work was a personal visit 
to the stre.ts which are being im- 
proved. He was accompanied by Cap- 
tain R. M. Clayton, chief of construc- 
tion; W. A. Hansell, Jr., superintend- 
ent of sewers; Nym Hurt, superintend- 
ent of streets, and Councilman Harvey 
Hatcher, chairman of the street com- 
mittee of council. The trip tool. three 
hours. When asked what he thought 
of the street work, he replied that he 
had no comment to make. 

“I will say, however,” hesaid, “that 
I found the system of time-card re- 
ports in the construction department 
very good, and much better than in 
most cities. The payrolls are a big 
part of a city government, and time- 
card reports have much to do with a 
correct payroll.” 

Mr. Sands will inspect the sewer 
system today. On Wednesday he will 
probably inspect the comptroller’s of- 
fice. Later he will look into the op- 
erations of the police, fire and park 
departments. 

Mr. Sands was connected for scver@l 
years with the bureau of commerce 
and labor for the United States gov- 
ernment, and later took up the work 
of municipaj research with the New 
York bureau.

JANE ADDAMS WARS 
ON SEGREGATED VICE 


Chicago, November 11.—Miss Jane 
Addams, of Hult House, headed a com- 
mittee of women who appeared before 
the city council vice committee today 
and argued against segregated vice 
districts in large cities. 

“The glamour of a segregated dis- 
trict is, particularly vicious in its in- 
fluence \on small salaried working 
girls,” said Mrs. J. T. Bowen, of Chi- 
cago. Miss Addams asserted that New 
York was more wicked than Chicago. 

“There are too many financial inter- 
ests in New York to suppress the social 
evil,” said Miss Maude Minor, of New 
York, “and that also is the trouble in 
Chicago.” 

The Rev. P. J. O’Callaghan, of the 
Paulist Fathers, Chicago, advocated 
toleration of segregated vice districts 
until the social evil can be abolished. 

Father O’Callaghan assailed social 
conditions as being the result of false 
teachings and mistaken doctrines by 
educators and medical men. 

Vice, if officially recognized by pub- 
lic offlicals, he condemned in strong 
terms, hut pleaded that it be permit- 
ted to find its way to a certain portion 
of the city, where it could ‘be sup- 
pressed gradually and discouraged and 
the r@®mainder of the city at once be 
purged. 

Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, head of the Sinai 
Jewish congregation, advocated the 
stamping out of the segregation and 
destruction of all properties used for

¥, November 11.—Dec- 
larations that union labor is making 
Siant strides voward iis ideals and 
bright predictions for its future were 
contained in the reports of the of- 
ficers of the American Federation of 
Labor at the opening of the thirty- 
second annual convention here this 
morning.

This was princi- 
pally ‘marked when he declared 
against compulsory arbitration laws 
and for the recall of judges in the 
states and the reappointment of fed- 
eral judges every four years.

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City Officials Are Censured for En- 
dangering the Health of 


the City. 


The women of Atlanta, who have 
worked so hard for a cleaner and 
healthier city, are taking to task the 
city officials who are responsible for 
the delay in securing a new crematory. 

The women of the city have been 
foremost in seeking to stamp out con- 
tagious diseases and in aiming at a 
“city beautiful.” The city federation 
has been working for a long time to 
clean up the eity, enlisting the co- 
operation of the school children, and 
now that they see, because of a squab- 
ble among officials, all of their work 
may count for naught, they think that 
the timie has come for something to be 
done to put a stop toa wrangle which 
not only destroys the beauty of their 
city, but may result ina spread of sick- 
ness or an epidemic of contagious dis- 
eases. 

The views of some of those who were 
asked for an opinion are given below 
—a hundred or a thousand similar ex- 
pressions could have been easily ob- 
tained. 

“Should Not Be Tolerated a Day.” 

“The crematory matter seems as if 
the city officials were utterly incapa- 
ble of coping with even the most ordi- 
nary details of governmentship,” says 
Mrs. J. K. Ottley. “It certainly makes 
heartsick those who have striven to 
have a clean, healthy and beautiful 
city. The dumping of garbage near 
the homes of our people is something 
that should not be tolerated for a sin- 
gle day. It menaces the health of the 
community —and just to think that the 
situation has come about through a 
row over a matter under the control 
of the health department! If one of 
our humble citizens should dump 
garbage on somebody clse's lot the 
health department would quickly cause 
an arrest, but when the health de- 
partment does it, it thinks the people 
should stand it. It looks hopeless 
when such things come about in a city 
for which so many exertions are made. 
The business men of Atlanta should 
take hold of the matter and at once.” 

Time for Somebody to Speak. 

“While I am always ready = and 
willing to do all I can for the good of 
my city, I try to be conservative,” 
declares Mrs. Sam D. Jones, ‘bu i! 
really think that when the health of 
the city is about to e jeopardized it 
is time for somebody to speak out. I 
am exceedingly sorry that the crema- 
tory question cannot be settled one 
way or the other without a disagree- 
ment resulting in the people of the 
community suffering. No matter how 
our city fathers may disagree, 


should never let the city b> disfigured | 


and the heal h and perhaps the lives of 
a single citizen be put in jeopardy. 
Let the good business men at the head 
of the city government get down to 
rea] business methods and solve the 
question, and do so without any mvure 
bickering. They owe it to them- 
selves, to their city and to the peo- 
ple’s health.” 
A Most Serious Matter. 

“I believe that Mayor Winn is right 
when he says that a new crematory 
should be built,” said Mrs. Charles J. 
Haden. “I do not now who is to 
btIame for the unfortunate’ situation 
which now confronts Atlanta. Who- 
ever is to blame should be he!d to ac- 
eount, for it ts indeed a serious mat- 
ter to have our city smeared over 
with filth and refuse when the best 
sanitary authorities 
“a condition is almost sure to cause 
sickness. The people should certainly 
not be utterly helpless when their 
lives are being put in danger, and I 
sincerely hope that something will be 
done to protect the peuple while of- 
ticlals row among themselves.” ’ 
“Most Deplorable S-.ate of Affairs.” 

“It is certainly a most deplorable 
state of affairs.” says Mrs. Thomas B. 
elder, “but the way which the health 
of the city is now being tampered with 
because oOfficlais cannot agree is only 
iliustrative of how ‘ i. city of ours is 
being managed all the while. Look at 
Peachtree street. I left Atlanta and 
the street Was torn up: I returned 
months afterwards and it was still 
impassable. I do not know the mer- 
its of -he crematory matter, nor does 
one care to Kno. the rierits when he 
knows that his health <cnd life are at 
stake.
